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Claims 1-10, 12, 13, and 16-27 are currently pending in the sutgect plication, and are 
presently under consideration. Claims 1-10, 12, 13, and 16-27 are rejected. Claims 1, 10, 16, 18, 
and 20 have been amended. Favorable reconsideration of the ^plication is requested in view of 
the ai|iendments and conunents herein.

I. [ Rejection of Claims i^lO. 12> 13 and 16-27 under 3S U,S-C- SlOl 

I Claims UIO, 12, 13, and 16-27 arc rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 because the claimed 
inveiJtion is allegedly directed to non-statutory subject matter. Specifically, the Office Action 
dated] August 7, 2006, ("Office Action") states that "[t]he claims do not produce any tangible 
resulte," and that, "fflor the result to be tangible, the computed S-parameters would need to be 
ou^imed to a user or displayed to a user or stored for later use by a user," (Office Action, page 
3). Representative for Applicant respectfully submits that uidependent claims 1, 10, 16, 18, and 
20, as well as the Specification, have been amended to recite that the S-parameters are stored in a 
memory. Representative for Applicant respectfully submits that the amendments to claims 1,10, 
16, 18, and 20 and to the Specification do not introduce new matter, as an S-parameter calculator 
can bp implCTiented as computer executable instructions, for example, running in a computer, 
workstation, networic analyzer or other test equipment (Present Application, page 12, U. 9-1 1). 
Since^the computation of S-parameters in such computer, workstation, network analyzer, or other 
test equipment inherently would result in such computed S-parameters being stored in memory, 
the amendments to the Specification and claims do not constimte new matter (see MPEP 
2163|07(a)). Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection of claims 1-10, 12, 13, and 16-27 under 
3S U^.C. §101 is respectfully requested.
